Each 
part  is  described  in  natural  sequence  to  what  has  gone  before  and  in  natural 
precedence  to  what  is  to  follow,  and  all  the  parts  are  further  correlated  by 
references.  The  plates,  though  few  in  number  and  by  no  means  overcrowded 
with  detail,  present  a complete  abdomen  proper  with  every  structure  in  situ. 
By  a simple  and  entirely  novel  device  almost  any  degree  of  correlation  is  possible, 
and  since  the  body  is  presented  in  its  organic  unity  the  work  provides  the 
solution  to  many  difficult  problems,  not  only  in  pure  anatomy,  but  also  in  every 
branch  of  Medical  Science  and  Art  in  which  anatomy  plays  a part,  e.g. , in 
systematic,  regional  and  practical  anatomy,  surface  anatomy,  clinical  medicine 
and  surgery,  operative  surgery,  etc.  An  example  or  two  must  suffice.  Every 
organ  can  be  studied  completely,  its  surface  anatomy,  its  parietal,  visceral, 
and  peritoneal  relations,  and  its  blood-  and  lymph-vascular  and  nervous 
supply.  Again,  the  peritoneal  sac  is  presented  in  the  plates  in  its  entirety, 
and  may  be  studied  not  only  in  the  usual  way  by  a consideration  of  the  great  and 
small  sacs  or  by  vertical  and  transverse  sections,  but  also  by  the  destructive  and 
constructive  method  advocated  in  the  work  itself.  In  the  text  the  peritoneal 
sac  is  described  from  an  altogether  new  point  of  view,  and,  in  addition,  its 
different  portions  are  dealt  with  in  relation  to  the  individual  organs  in  such 
a way  that  the  whole  sac  is  gradually  built  up. 

From  the  very  nature  of  the  work  it  ought  to  be  of  serv.ce  to  everyone 
who  is  interested  in  anatomy,  whether  student  or  teacher,  general 
practitioner,  surgeon  or  physician.

tion, and  can  be  readily  sterilised. 

4.  Compatibility  with  suprarenin,  the  active  adrenal  substance,

The  presence  of  Radium  in  considerable  quantity  in  the  Bath 
waters  may  explain  their  curative  properties.

The  physical  principle  of  steam  condensing  at 
the  coolest  part  exposed  is  made  use  of  to  dry  the  dressings,  and 
a glance  at  the  instrument  will  show  that  all  condensation  takes 
place  in  the  outer  chamber,  the  inside  of  the  lid  being  prevented 
from  cooling  by  the  vacuous  space.  In  consequence,  after  the 
instrument  has  been  cooled,  the  dressings,  etc.,  may  be  removed 
and  will  be  found  to  be  perfectly  dry,  and  in  the  most  suitable 
condition  for  use,  and  this  without  any  high  pressure  apparatus 
whatever.  The  efficiency  of  the  steriliser  is  as  great  as  that  of 
the  most  expensive  steriliser  produced,  and  has  been  repeatedly 
tested  bacteriologically.

It  is  specially  fitted  with  an 
arrangement  of  pulleys,  weights,  and  a Glisson’s  sling,  in  order 
to  extend  the  spine.  Counter-extension  is  obtained  by  means  of  a 
leather  .pelvic  girdle,  which  is  attached  by  straps  to  the  iron 
framework  of  the  bed.  This  pelvic  girdle  is  accurately  moulded 
to  the  iliac  crests  and  pelvis,  thus  obviating  pressure  sores. 
For  Scoliosis  there  is  also  attached  to  the  middle  line  of  the  bed, 
at  a point  corresponding  with  the  centre  or  most  prominent  part 
of  the  dorsal  convexity,  or  hump,  a broad  band  of  webbing, 
which  passes  laterally  across  the  convexity,  and  is  attached  to  a 
horizontal  iron  bar  fixed  in  the  bed.  The  convex  ribs  rest  upon 
this  band  of  webbing,  and  are  consequently  continually  subjected 
to  considerable  pressure  in  an  anterior  direction.  The  influence 
of  such  pressure  upon  the  dorsal  convexity  is  enhanced  by  the 
recumbency  of  the  patient,  and  by  the  simultaneous  extension  of 
the  vertebral  column.

It  is  best  diluted  with  double  quantity  of  rectified 
spirits  of  wine,  \ — 1J  drachms  of  the  solution  being  applied  to  the 
affected  parts  3 or  4 times  a day.  It  is  used  in  all  forms  of 
rheumatism,  and  also  in  such  allied  disorders  as  rheumatoid 
arthritis,  lumbago,  gout,  sciatica,  etc. 

Jothion. — An  organic  iodine  compound,  for  external  use,  provides 
“ iodine  ” or  “ iodide  ” treatment.  It  is  painted  on  in  strengths 
varying  from  5 to  25  per  cent.,  according  to  circumstances,  care 
being  taken  that  the  diluent  is  water-free. 

Mesotan. — An  external  anti-rheumatic,  is  applied  mixed  with  olive  oil, 
and  enables  salicylic  acid  to  reach  directly  the  affected  parts. 
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Novaspirin. — A modification  of  Aspirin,  is  recommended  where  the 
latter  tends  to  produce  gastric  disturbances.  The  dose  is  slightly 
larger,  up  to  30  grains  being  recommended  in  acute  conditions. 

Protargol. — An  organic  silver  preparation  containing  8 ‘3  per  cent,  of 
silver,  is  well  known  in  the  treatment  of  gonorrhoea,  conjunc- 
tivitis, etc.  Protargol  ointment  is  used  for  burns,  while  in  diseases 
of  the  nose,  throat,  etc.,  Protargol  solution  is  painted  on. 

Sajodin  and  Sabromin.  Two  analogous  preparations,  organic 
compounds  of  iodine  and  bromine  respectively,  are  used  instead 
of  potassium  iodide  and  bromide.  Although  they  contain  a much 
smaller  percentage  of  iodine  and  bromine,  they  produce  equal 
results.  The  adult  dose  of  each  preparation  is  15 — 15  grains, 
3 times  a day. 

Tannigen. — An  internal  astringent,  is  recommended  in  diarrhoea, 
especially  the  summer  diarrhoea  of  children.  It  is  tasteless  and 
odourless,  and  passes  through  the  stomach  unchanged.  The  dose 
is  10 — 15  grains  at  first,  reduced  later  to  5 — 10  grains. 

Theocin-sodium  Acetate. — Perhaps  the  most  powerful  diuretic  known  to 
the  profession,  is  used  in  4-grain  doses  dissolved  in  water.  Many 
accounts  of  apparently  hopeless  cases  cured  by  the  Theocin  salt 
have  appeared  in  the  medical  journals. 

Thyresol. — A methyl  ester  of  santalol,  is  used  in  gonorrhoea.  It  is 
an  improvement  on  sandalwood  oil  in  that  it  is  less  toxic,  less 
irritating  to  the  stomach,  produces  no  eructation,  and  is  practically 
odourless.  The  dose  is  5 minims  3 times  a day,  and  may  be  given 
in  drops  or  in  capsules  (5  minims  in  each). 

Veronal  has  been  described  as  the  surest  of  all  hypnotics.  A 5-grain 
dose  is  usually  sufficient.  It  is  advised  that  Veronal  should  be 
dissolved  in  hot  liquid  before  administration. 

Veronal  Sodium  is  simply  Veronal  rendered  very  soluble,  and  is  useful 
for  rectal  injection,  in  such  cases  as  sea-sickness,  where  oral 
administration  is  impossible.  The  dose  is  the  same  as  that  of 
Veronal,  viz.,  5 grains  and  upwards.

While  cow’s  milk,  according  to 
Bergell,  contains  three  times  as  much  casein  as  human  milk, 
human  milk  contains  three  times  as  much  milk  albumin  as  cow’s 
milk.  Moreover,  the  proportion  of  milk  albumin  is  as  three  is  to 
four,  while  in  cow’s  milk  it  is  as  one  is  to  fifteen. 

When,  therefore,  cow’s  milk  is  diluted  to  make  the  casein 
content  correct,  the  infant  is  starved  of  milk  albumin,  which 
Schlossman  and  other  investigators  declare  is  the  most  important 
food  element  in  human  milk.  It  is  this  pure,  soluble,  sterile 
milk  albumin  which  is  now  introduced  under  the  name  of 
Albulactin. 

Clinical  experiments  made  by  Professor  Bickel  and  Dr.  Roeder, 
of  the  Royal  Pathological  Institute  of  the  University  of  Berlin, 
proved  that : — 

1 Human  milk  requires  less  time  for  digestion  in  the  stomach 
than  diluted  cow’s  milk. 

2.  The  addition  of  Albulactin  to  cow’s  milk  renders  its  gastric 
digestion  equal  in  time  to  that  of  human  milk.

X-Ray  Outfit  with  Rotating  High-Tension  Rectifier  (new  and 
improved  pattern),  for  connecting  to  220-Volt  Continuous 
Current  Mains. — This  Outfit  has  been  designed  with  the  object  of 
generating  X-Rays  without  inverse  radiation,  whilst  at  the  same 
time  it  is  suitable  for  instantaneous  radiography  without  the 
addition  of  any  auxiliary  apparatus.  Induction  Coils  and 
Interrupters  are  dispensed  with  altogether,  and  large  outputs  can 
be  obtained  without  any  undue  strain  on  the  apparatus  or  incon- 
venience, as  in  the  case  of  an  induction  Coil  Outfit  with  an 
Interrupter.  The  apparatus  on  exhibit  comprises,  the  following 
parts : — 

Continuous-current-to-alternating-current  Converter,  mounted 
on  solid  wooden  table,  with  special  transformer  below,  and 
rectifier  in  special  wooden  case,  on  which  are  mounted  the 
terminals  for  the  leads  from  the  tube,  and  a milliamperemeter 
for  indicating  the  current  that  flows  through  the  tube.  The 
whole  enclosed  in  a wooden  cabinet. 
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A Switch-Table,  fitted  with:  Main  Switch;  Starter  with 
automatic  over-load  release  and  automatic  no-volt  and 
no-current  replacement  ; Switch  for  Transformer  and 
Commutator;  Ammeter  for  main  current;  Voltmeter  for 
supply  pressure ; and  Lamp,  with  fuses,  for  illuminating  the 
instrument. 

Also  Lever  Switch  for  six-part  primary  winding  of  Trans- 
former, for  adjusting  the  secondary  potential;  and  Rheostat, 
for  fine  regulation. 

Diathermy  Apparatus. — This  Apparatus  is  for  the  application  of  heat, 
at  any  desired  depth  in  the  body ; it  involves  a new  electrical 
curative  treatment  known  as  “ Diathermy  ” or  “ Thermo-Penetra- 
tion.” The  principle  of  the  apparatus  is  that  of  a small  wireless, 
transmitter  station,  but  with  the  difference  that  the  high-frequency 
alternating  current  serves  only  to  heat  its  path  through  the 
human  body.  Medical  applications  are  divided  into  two  main 
groups  : — 

1.  The  heating  treatment,  which  gives  rapid  and  beneficial 

results  for  complaints  of  .the  nerves  and  limbs,  such  as 
Ischias,  Rheumatism,  and  Gout,  etc. 

2.  The  coagulation  treatment,  which  is  applied  to  tumours 

and  cancers,  and  is  particularly  successful  for  lupus,  giving 
much  more  rapid  cures  than  the  Finsen  treatment. 

The  apparatus  consists  of  a Transformer,  which  is  connected 
direct  to  the  alternating  current  electric  light  mains,  and,  when 
continuous  current  only  is  available,  of  a small  rotary  converter 
in  addition.  The  secondary  current  from  the  transformer  charges 
the  condenser  of  an  oscillatory  circuit  until  the  discharging  spark 
jumps  across  the  spark  gap.  The  oscillations  from  the  condenser 
are  passed  through  the  primary  windings  of  a Tesla  Transformer,, 
and  those  induced  in  the  secondary  windings  are  transmitted  into 
the  body. 

The  Universal  Electro-Medical  Apparatus.  (Earth  Free.)  New  and 
improved  pattern. — For  the  application  of  Galvanisation, 
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Faradisation,  Galvano-  Faradisation,  Cataphoresis,  Light, 
Cautery,  etc. 

The  current  for  galvanisation  and  light  is  generated  separately 
by  a small  dynamo,  and  therefore  there  is  no  danger  of  the 
patient  or  the  doctor  receiving  electric  shocks  in  consequence  of 
earth  connections.  The  machines  are  made  of  such  a size  that 
even  the  largest  cauteries  and  loops  may  be  used. 

By  the  attachment  of  a flexible  shaft,  this  apparatus  can  also 
be  employed  for  Vibratory  Massage  and  for  surgical  operations.

— This  new  Induction  Coil  is 
characterised  by  a specially  high  secondary  output.  This  is 
arrived  at  (1)  by  the  selection  of  the  most  favourable  magnetic
